papers, among them the Daily

publiean, a few days ago by Gover­ 
nor Ed Jackson. A foreword 
states 
that the "following m essage 
from 
Governor Ed Jackson to the people 
o f Indiana was prepared at the re­ 
quest o f several Indiana new spa­ 
pers for their special 
N ew 
Year 
editions. Advance copy 
has 
been 
mailed to all Indiana editors with 
th e understanding 
that 
the 
text 
will be held in confidence until the 
release date and editors will 
re- 
frain from comment thereon until 
it. is released.” 
So today we are free to speak our 
mind. First of all, we would like 
to 
have a roll call of all the Indiana 
newspaper editors who requested a 
statement from 
the 
governor, 
it 
would be most interesting. 


Next, we would enjoy hearing the 
comments of such editors as wished 
to have the governor’s views, after 
they read the prepared 
statement. 
It. consists for the most part of 
a 
“ pointing with pride" to a 
state 
administration which has 
been on 
the defensive most of the time, and 
a tirade against those who 
have 
sought to restore popular govern­ 
ment in Indiana. 
The signals were crossed Friday 
when a statement was issued from 
the governor's office to the 
effect 
that Gov. Jackson had not seen or 
authorized the statement credited to 
him and mailed to newspapers for 
release today. It

suiting the governor, doubtless

pelled to step into the breech 
and

very poorly advised. 
The governor 
takes 
particular 
tieiignt in bis statement to defame 
what he chooses to label "design­ 
ing individuals and 
sellisk 
new s­ 
papers.” He proba Iffy refers to the 
small group of newspapers and citi­ 
zens who 
have endeavored to free 
Indiana from the political 
corrup­ 
tionists which have made the state 
a laughing stock. 


Despite the revelations of Marion

So today we are free to speak our 


First of all, we would like to 
have a roll call of all the Indiana 
newspaper editors who requested a 
statement from the governor. It 
would ibe most interesting. 


Next, we would enjoy hearing the 


comments of such editors as wished 
to have the governor's views, after 
they read the prepared 
statement. 


It consists for the most part of a 
"pointing with pride" to a state 
administration which has been on 
the defensive most of the time, and 
n tirade against those who have 
sought to restore popular govern- 
ment in Indiana.

He probably refers to the 
small group of newspapers and citi- 
zens who have endeavored to free 
Indiana from the political corrup- 
tkmists which have made the state 
a laughing stock.

The governor's statement makes 


freqaent 
allusians : to the "un- 


proved and frequently preposterous 
assertions" that have been made 
•gainst die state 
administration. 


He completely ignores the fact thai 
in the face of great handicapa^aiu! 
official interference, a great 
jority of the charges that 
were 


made early in the political corrup- 
tion investigation have been proved 
and that there have been convict- 
ions. The story has not half been 
told, as one of the grand juries, in 
its report to the Marion 
county 


judge, freely admitted. 


The governor himself faces tria 


for conspiracy after endeavoring t« 
evade a hearing in court toy plead- 
ing the statute of limitations. £ 
the governor is as guiltites as 
and his associates profess to 
surely he would not hesitate 
one moment to face a jury. 


The governor claims all pledges, 


redeemed, namely—payment of thi 
public debt, reduction of state tax-

Revision of the .financial policies 


consisted of .changes which enabled 
the state administration to cornbin< 
all funds into a general fund ane 
use money for purposes not grante< 
by the law. An outstanding exampl 
is tie auto theft fund, which the 
Hoosier State Automobile Associa 
tioni plans to recover for the motor- 
ing public through suit in court. This 
fund was raised by taxing motor- 
ists for the specific.purpose of aid- 
ing in the apprehension of automo- 
•ibile thieves, but was misappropriat- 
ed for other uses. Thus has the ad- 
ministration been able to pay off the 
public debt. 


The governor boasts that proper- 


ty to the value of $35,085,612.27 
has 'been added to the highway sys- 
tem, but he does not mention that 
the highway program has been cur- 
tailed and that the state is not 
realizing what it should from feder- 
al aid becanisc of this fact.

ticizes unjustly for such errors, not 
relizing that type is handled 
by 


many persons before it 
goes to 


press. 


The fault of mistakes is not en- 


tirely due to type setting, as errors 
of his own may not be caught as he 


reads over what has been 


written, and even proof readers ov- 
erlook mistakes..

town carried an account of the in- 
auguration of the new college pres- 
ident, and the newspaper account 
.if his opening remarks were as fol- 
lows: "The great objection of.mod- 
ern education may be said to be tho 
effort to train youth to deal uiastcr- 
iiilly with existing conditions," but 
it should have read, "the great ob- 
jective."
